THE  collection  of  the  late  Mrs.  Cooper  Hewitt  of  New  York  and 
New  Windsor,  N.  Y.,  a  benefactress  of  the  city  and  of  the  Metro- 
politan Museum,  and  a  member  of  a  famous  family  of  philanthro- 
pists, brings  to  public  auction  the  first  salient  works  of  French  art  to  appear 
since  the  dispersal  of  the  Stern  collection.  Comparisons  do  not  make  cases; 
but  in  each  instance  a  cultivated  personal  selection  may  be  inferred.  1  he- 
best  paintings  and  drawings,  in  particular,  are  signally  well  combined  and 
reflect  the  consistency  of  a  person  of  informed  tastes.  It  is  easy  enough  to 
assemble  a  gallery  of  standard — and  happily  expensive — works  by  popular 
artists,  but  a  real  faculty  for  bringing  things  together,  to  reveal  the  subtle 
relations  which  exist  between  works  of  art  of  divergent  origin,  is  one  of  the 
happiest  of  the  talents  possessed  by  the  connoisseur. 

PAINTINGS 

The  most  felicitous  among  the  small  and  highly  important  group  of 
paintings  is  the  exquisite  portrait  in  miniature  of  Queen  Mary  Tudor  [Num- 
ber 612]  painted  in  1554  and  signed  with  the  initials  H  E.  The  rare- 
painter  Hans  Eworth,  identified  by  Mr.  Lionel  Cust  from  the  Lumley 
Castle  inventories,  was  a  Netherlander  who  came  to  England  about  1543 
and  is  recorded  as  an  employee  in  the  Office  of  the  Revels  in  1574;  he  was 
strongly  influenced  by  Antonio  Moro,  but  his  paintings — especially  of  the 
Marian  period — have  a  delicacy  and  sensitive  feeling  for  contour  which  is 
more  reminiscent  of  Holbein.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  sixteenth 
century  English  historical  portraits  to  appear  at  public  sale  in  America. 
Suggestive  points  of  contrast  can  be  found  in  a  comparison  with  the  Portrait 
of  a  Nobleman  [Number  611]  by  Corneille  de  Lyon,  with  its  careful 
nuances  of  flesh  tints  against  the  characteristic  pale  green  background,  a 
formula  followed  successfully  in  a  large  gallery  of  portraits  of  the  period. 
The  miniature-like  qualities  of  each  express  the  care  (one  might  say 
affection)  which  the  limner  of  portraits,  descendant  of  the  monkish  il- 
luminator, lavished  on  a  new  and  exciting  art. 

Such  a  tradition  could  not  fail  to  survive,  and  to  reappear  from  time- 
to  time  as  a  guiding  principle  for  the  sincere  craftsman.  The  aristocratic  art 
of  Francois  Hubert  Drouais,  official  painter  to  Mme  de  Pompadour,  exem- 


plified  in  a  pair  of  superb  eighteenth  century  portraits  [Numbers  614  and 
615],  is  notable  ev  idence  of  the  serious  intention  beneath  the  surface  of  the 
best  work  of  the  rococo  age.  The  portraits  of  the  Marquis  and  Marquise  de 
Souftnont  have  a  clarity  and  pellucid  charm  of  expression  which  are  the  per- 
fect exposition  of  tbc'rclincd  manners  of  the  nobility  of  the  period,  expressed 
in  paint  by  a  frank  sensuality  of  surface  texture  and  by  a  brilliance  of  detail 
which  took  its  cues  from  the  innumerable  charming  trivia  of  eighteenth 
century  costume. 

The  landscape  work  ol  Hubert  Robert  projects  into  view  the  latent 
romanticism  of  the  eighteenth  century  in  its  contact  with  the  antique  world. 
'Robert  des  Ruincs'  went  to  Italy  about  [750,  and,  like  Pannini  ami  Piranesi, 
was  to  devote  his  life  to  portraying  the  grandeur  o!  ancient  Rome  in  terms 
of  romantic  compositions  and  carefully  studied  effects  of  luminosity.  The 
interior  [Number  618]  shows  a  lively  ability  in  the  setting  out  of  architec- 
tural forms  animated  by  spectator  groups  interestingly  disposed,  with  the 
artist  himself  at  the  left;  a  brilliant  smaller  canvas  [Number  608]  depicts 
a  studio  set  up  in  a  classic  ruin,  with  sculptors  at  work  amid  the  admiring 
attentions  of  the  Roman  lazzaroni. 

In  spite  of  the  basic  antithesis  of  their  viewpoints  Robert  and  Boning- 
ton  both  followed  the  path  ot  sunlight:  although  the  English  painter  who 
came  to  Paris  with  Constable  to  astound  the  Salon  of  1824  rejected  the 
formal  arrangements  ot  the  eighteenth  century  in  favor  of  the  unframed 
expanses  which  heralded  the  beginnings  of  realism.  The  beautiful  Scene  at 
llouloyne  [Number  606]  has  the  superabundant  luminosity  and  the  analytic 
treatment  of  shadows  which  is  characteristic  of  the  best  work  of  this  short- 
lived  painter  of  talent.  Bonington  has  always  been  especially  admired  in 
Paris,  although  the  high-water  mark  of  esteem  seems  to  have  been  reached 
in  the  Novar  sale,  when  the  Fish  Market  at  Boulogne  made  three  thousand 
guineas. 

A  notable  portrait  from  the  famous  Groult  collection  is  Rubens' 
Caroline-Serana  [Number  6 1 3],  a  fair-haired  young  woman  tenderly  painted 
before  a  green  background  reminiscent  of  Corneille's  sixteenth  century 
heads;  lacking  alike  the  fiery  baroque  restlessness  ami  the  sensuality  charac- 
teristic ol  Rubens'  grand  manner,  the  portrait  has  much  in  common  with 
the  painter's  affectionate  portrayals  of  his  pretty  wife,  Helene  Fourment. 

An  exceptional  group  of  drawings  includes  a  pair  of  fine  pen  and 
watercolor  pastorales  by  J.  15.  1  [uet  [Number  603]  signed  ami  dated  1780, 
daiim  compositions  <»f  shepherdesses  amid  boscage;  a  Largilliere  drawing 


on  blue  paper  [Number  601]  of  the  Dauphin  Louis;  and  a  vigorous  female 
portrait  [Number  597]  by  Van  der  Heist. 

TAPESTRIES 

Two  seventeenth  century  Brussels  tapestries  portray  the  splendors  of 
the  pagan  world.  The  Festival  of  Bacchus  [Number  627]  is  a  lively  com- 
position of  nobles,  priests,  and  acolytes  in  a  glade  dedicated  to  the  god, 
while  The  Sacrifice  at  Lystra  [Number  624]  depicts  with  a  wealth  of  color 
the  homage  of  the  Lycaonians  to  Paul  and  Barnabas  after  the  healing  of  the 
cripple:  the  gods  are  come  down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men.  Both  tapestries 
have  the  lavish  borders  of  flowers  and  fruit  which  in  the  seventeenth  century 
so  aptly  and  richly  enframed  the  fecund  violences  of  classical  myth.  A  rare 
Renaissance  armorial  tapestry  [Number  626],  probably  woven  at  Nurem- 
berg, exhibits  the  characteristic  leaf-mantling  of  German  heraldic  art  upon 
a  late  Gothic  damasse  ground  with  a  macabre  decoration  of  skulls;  the 
borders  of  grotesques  indicate  an  Italian  influence,  and  the  grim  memento 
mori  plaques  at  the  corners,  the  piety  and  humility  of  the  noble  owner,  or  a 
pretty  taste  in  canting  heraldry. 

FRENCH  FURNITURE 

Among  the  signed  furniture  of  the  collection  are  a  beautiful  pair  of 
marquetry  encoignures  [Number  700]  by  Leonard  Boudin,  inlaid  in  exotic 
woods  with  scenes  depicting  Chinese  cormorant  fishers,  and  the  secretaire 
a  abattant  [Number  701]  by  Pierre  Roussel,  executed  to  the  same  design; 
a  set  of  eight  Louis  XV  canne  chairs  [Numbers  659  and  660]  contains  a 
side  chair  with  the  poingon  of  Charles  Chevallier.  The  utmost  refinement  of 
Louis  Quinze  design  appears  in  a  library  table  [Number  705]  which  lias 
ormolu  mounts  of  exceptional  quality,  perhaps  by  Caffieri;  and  in  a  little 
drum-shaped  gueridon  [Number  680]  inlaid  with  a  marque l eric  of  Chinese 
utensils  and  garden  architecture,  and  of  the  most  charming  proportions.  A 
Regence  armchair  [Number  689]  is  covered  in  the  finest  floral  petit  point  of 
the  period,  worked  with  a  nosegay  and  vase  of  garden  flowers  in  rich  colors 
in  a  golden  yellow  ground. 

A  few  pieces  of  fine  English  furniture  bear  review:  notably  a  Chippen- 
dale pole  screen  with  needlepoint  panel  [Number  679],  a  pair  of  Queen 
Anne  side  chairs,  and  a  Hepplewhite  settee  [Number  712]  in  the  French 
taste,  with  the  easy  curves  of  the  virile  English  rococo.
